COLD WAVE MAY 
PUSH MERCURY 
TO 5 TOMORROW 


A cold wave of the “hit-and- 
run” variety will push the mer- 
cury down to a point near 5 
degrees tomorrow morning, but 
warmer weather will follow, Fore- 
caster Harry F. Wahlgren pre- 
dicted. 


The cold front is moving very 
fast, and the freeze will not be 
of long duration, the weather man 
explained. The mercury is ex- 
pected to reach 30 degrees by 
tomorrow afternoon. 

Icy winds which attained a 
velocity of 25 miles an hour 
brought the cold to St. Louis late 
last night. The temperature was 
26 degrees at 10 o'clock, but in 
two hours had fallen to 16.

A drop of 11 per cent in en- 
rollment at Washington Univer- 
sity day divisions this semester, 
as compared with last semester, 
was reported today in Student 
Life, campus newspaper. Current 
registration, according to pre- 
liminary figures, is 16 per cent 
less than for the spring semester 
last year. 

Part of the decrease was at- 
tributed to the “steadily shrink- 
ing number of veterans” attend- 
ing the university.

to lose 100 men sfudents each 
by the end of the fall semester 
as young men hurried to enlist 
in armed services. 

A total of 4079 students have 
registered thus far for the spring 
semester at Washington. Last se- 
mester 4592 students were en- 
rolled in day divisions and 4854 
for the 1950 spring term. Enroll- 
ment of veterans has dropped 
from 2239 in the spring of 1950 
to 1147. 


‘Hello Girls’ Belles of Embassy in 
London Under A.

He said his company had ac- 
cepted the offer of the Atomic 
Energy Commission to take up 
the first of three phases of the 
power and plutonium proposal. 
He regards entry into this phase 
as an “accomplished fact.” It 
constitutes the first actual, prac- 
tical move in history to direct 
the terrific and fearful power of 
atomic fission, or “atom split- 
ting,” into a large-scale industrial 
use for peaceable benefit of man- 
kind. 
Staff Being Assembled. 

“We are engaged actively now 
in corraling the team to make the 
investigation,” said Dr. Thomas. 
“It will consist of some of our 
own people from Monsanto and 
qualified outsiders we will bring 
in. We want to move in this 
just as fast as we can.” 

Most likely uses of the electric 
power would be in the produc- 
tion of phosphorus or chlorine, 
or possibly of calcium carbide. 
These chemicals have a _ broad 
variety of beneficent applications. 

The big question to be de- 
termined is whether the plu- 
tonium, one of the new ele- 
ments of the atomic age, could 
be produced as cheaply in such 
a combined plant as the AEC 
is making it now in its own 
specialized plants, and whether 
the electric power could be 
generated at an economic or 
competitive price. 

While the detailed answers 
remain to be obtained, Dr. 
Thomas is convinced from his 
‘own advance consideration of 
the question that plutonium can 
be made more cheaply in his 
proposed installation than the 
Government is making it now, 
and that electric power costs 
would be within an acceptable 
range. 

He has in mind the likelihood 
that the investment in the com- 
‘bined power and plutonium plant 
could be amortized, or written 
down, in a relatively. short period 
—say 10 years—to the point 
where it would be no larger than 
the investment for an ordinary 
electric powerhouse that uses 
coal for fuel. 

Presents Ideas to AEC. 

Dr. Thomas made his concep- 
tion of the idea public last June 
11 in a commencement speech at 
Hobart and William Smith col- 
leges, Geneva, N. Y. Thereafter 
he presented the proposal in 
writing to the Atomic Energy 
Commission. Last October he was 
invited to.appear before the com- 
mission at Washington, and he 
discussed the scheme at length 
with members and technical ex- 
perts of AEC. In that discussion 
he recommended three successive 
phases or steps. AEC replied Jan. 
24 that it was prepared to go 
ahead on the first, or investiga- 
tive step. Thomas wrote back 
Jan. 31, accepting the offer. 

Uranium would be sent by AEC 
to the proposed plant as the pri- 
mary fuel. This is the basic stuff 
of atomic fission, refined by AEC 
as a government monopoly. The 
containers of uranium would be 
inserted into the pile, or reactor, 
at the new plant. By essentially 
the same method of controlled

GEN. CHURCH SAYS

Church, returned to the United 
States to command the infantry 
school at Fort. Benning, Ga., told 
newspaper men he considers it 
virtually impossible for any Chi- 
nese Communist force to drive 
cor troops off the Korean penin- 
sula. 

The general said any decision 
to advance beyond the thirty 
eighth parallel which divides 
North and South Korea must be 
made on the highest level of the 
U.N., but he added: 

“We are inflicting casualties on 
the Chinese in a ratio of about 
10 to one and advancing all the

At 
their backs was the Han river, 
still an ice-covered way of re- 
treat for the Reds but now on 
the verge of thawing.

U.S. CASUALTIES 
UP 574 IN WEEK 
TO 47,388 TOTAL 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 7 (AP)— 
Announced United States combat 
casualties in Korea reached 47,- 
388 today, an increase of 574:in a 
week. 

This represents the smallest 
weekly increase since the first De- 
fense Department summary was 
issued Aug. 7. 

Today’s total, based on notifi- 
cations to families through Feb. 2, 
included 7014 killed in action, 30,- 
941 wounded and 9433 missing in 
action. 

The wounded total includes 811 
who died of their wounds and 80 
of those reported missing in ac- 
tion are now known dead, making 
total combat deaths 7905. 

The cumulative figure for miss- 
ing in action also includes 902 
men who have returned to United 
States military control and 109 
known prisoners of war, leaving 
8342 men currently listed as miss- 
ing.

WOODBRIDGE, N.J., Feb. 7 
(AP)—A bright red commuter 
train flashed toward Jersey’s 
north shore residential area last 
night. It was making good time.

A quiet section of town, a 
temporary wooden trestle and a 
gyinding, tearing crash in the 
wintry night. 

Silence—just a billowing cloud 
of dust and dirt mingled with 
searing steam from the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Express—followed 
by piercing, chilling cries. 

More than 80 persons died. 
Those who escaped considered 
themselves lucky, 

Mrs. Isabella Carlington of 
Asbury Park is one of these, 

“I was thrown out of the win- 
dow, smashing my face, and 
landed in three feet of mud. A 
man’s leg was lying alongside of 
me and I got up and fled,” she 
said. 

Mrs. Josephine Brydon of 
South Belmar, clutching a blood- 
ied rag to her face, said: she was 
saved “by landing on a pile of 
dead.” 

They talked as acetylene torch- 
es bit their way through twisted 
metal in the glare of floodlights. 

No Time to Protect Faces. 

“It happened so quickly that 
nobody had time to shield their 
faces,” Leslie Cavanaugh of Sea 
Girt added. 

“TI saw many nearly cut in half 
by glass splinters. ... The man 
next to me lost his arm,. .” 

“The train started to sway as 
though on a curve ,.. everybody 
piled up in the center of the 
train,” said Joseph Long.

Dazed, Frightened Relatives Hunt 
Missing Among Bodies in Morgue 


PERTH AMBOY, N.J., Feb. 7 
(UP)}—A man stumbled dazedly 
through the door of the coroner's 
office. On his forehead was an 
ugly red wound. There was blood 
on his face. He swayed as he said, 
“My wife ... she was sitting next 
to me on the train. I have this.” 
He held up a battered pocketbook. 


A friend steadied him with a/da 


reassuring hand and said, “Bill, 
do you want the priest to go in 
with you to look for her?” — 
“Yes, well, maybe, er... yes.” 
And the three walked through 
the inner door to view the bodies 
within. 


A nurse sobbed convulsively in 
the corner of the waiting room, 
an elderly gray-haired man at her 
side. She had rushed from rescue 
work to identify her own husband. 

Coroner Samuel Kain showed 
her an envelope—one of the en- 
velopes that contain the remains 
of wallets used to identify the 


dead. 

“But,” she stammered, “can we 
be sure?” ;

Middlesex County — Assistant 
Prosecutor Alex Eber, conducting 
one of half dozen federal, state 
and local investigations of the 
tragedy, said that the train was 
traveling at 50 miles an hour when 
it plunged off the wooden trestle, 
which had been in use only a few 
hours, and rolled down a 20-foot 
embankment. 

Engineer Said to Admit Speed. 

Eber said the train’s engineer, 
Joseph H. Fitzsimmons, had ad- 
mitted he was traveling this 
speed, although the railroad had 
ordered a 25-mile-an-hour limit 
over the trestle section, Fitzsim- 
mons, 57 years old, was thrown 
from the cab and suffered broken 
ribs in the wreck. He was ques- 
tioned at a hospital. 

Fitzsimmons, who said last night 
just after the wreck that he had 

been going only 25 miles an hour, 
was quoted as saying he had 
slowed from 60 miles an hour, but 
had not further retarded his speed 
because he saw no caution signal. 

He said that he began applying 
his brakes when about 1500 feet 
from the pot of derailment— 
this would be just beforq the 
train came onto the temporary em- 
bankment supporting the trestle. 

“Something Happened.” 

He related that soon after he 
applied his brakes “something 
happened to the train and it was 
derailed.” 

The trestle, in the midtown 
part of this community, had been 
set up alongside the railroad’s 
regular two overpass tracks to 
permit work on another construc- 
tion project. A switch was used 
to route southbound trains over 
the temporary trestle. 

The train was loaded to the 
aisles with more than 900 home- 
bound commuters on their way 
from New York to Red Bank, 
Long Branch, Asbury Park and 
other communities on New Jer- 
sey’s wealthy North Shore.

The rush-hour crack-up at 5:43 
p.m., was the worst in the nation 
since 1918 when 115 were killed

200 died in the three wrecks. 

In Washington, the Interstate 
Commerce Commission ordered 
an inquiry into the new disaster, 
with a public hearing to open to- 
morrow.

Neighbors Carry Out Girl 
Polio Sufferer in 
Wheelchair — Inquiry 
Begun on Whether Gas 
Caused Blasts. 


Three men suffered burns in 
explosions which occurred 80 min- 
utes apart yesterday afternoon in 
adjacent houses in the 5200 block 
of Greer avenue. Authorities are 
investigating to determine wheth- 
er leaking gas caused the blasts. 

The first explosion occurred at 
4:20 o’clock when John Carey 
opened the door of a stoker-fired 
coal furnace in the basement of 


his home at 5238 Greer. There 
was a burst of flame and an ex- 
plosion which shattered windows 
and cracked walls of the two-story 
flat. There was minor damage 
to houses at 5236 and 5242 Greer. 

After extiguishing a small blaze 
in the Carey home, Battalion Fire 
Chief Frank Mollencott directed 
that the other two nomes be va- 
cated also. 

Meanwhile, Laclede Gas Co. 

had sent workers out to check on 
the gas lines. Mollencott report- 
ed an odor of gas in the base- 
ment of Frank Pahich’s home at 
5236 Greer, and Pahich went into 
the basement with two Laclede 
workmen, Martin Lavalle, 5509 
Bramlage court, Jennings, and 
Jack Stiffler, 4442 North Taylor 
avenue. The second flash explo- 
sion occurred at 5:20 when Pa 
hich opened the door of his fur- 
nace. 
In the first blast Carey suffered 
burns about the face and hands, 
and was giver first aid at DePaul 
Hospital. In the second explosion 
Pahich and Lavalle were burned 
on the face and hands. They were 
admitted to City Hospital. 

Carey’s 16-year-old daughter, 
Margaret, is confined to a wheel- 
chair as the result of an attack 
of infantile paralysis.

She quoted him as 
saving, shortly before the shoot- 
ing, “They aren’t going to get 
away with this.” 

Creely was present for the in-

Sale of Dangerous Drugs Causing 


= Many Deaths, Human Tragedies, 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 7 (AP)— 
Sales of sex hormones, garbage, 
diluted fruit juices and dreamed- 
up medicines gave federal inspec- 
‘tors major headaches t year, 
the Food and Drug Administra- 
tion said yesterday. 

“But the greatest concern, the 
agency said, has been the sale of 
dangerous drugs without pre- 
scriptions. 

In his annual report to Federal 
Security Administrator Oscar R. 
Ewing, Food and Drug Commis- 
sidner Paul B. Dunbar said that 
in’ 1950 there was a marked in- 
crease in criminal actions against 
promiscuous sales of dangerous 
drugs, despite more strict ob- 
servance of the law on the part 
of pharmacists in general. 

Dunbar. said these violations 
“are causing more deaths, in- 
juries, broken homes, human 
derelicts and other tragedies than 
all the other violations of the 
food and drug act put together.” 

Dunbar added that increased 
actions against offenders are hav- 
ing a desirable effect.

Dunbar added that the National 
Association of Druggists is seek- 
ing a better federal law to meet 
the problem of unauthorized re- 
filling of prescriptions. 

The report told of seizures dur- 
ing the year of potent and poten- 
tially dangerous sex hormones, 
sold directly to consumers, chiefly 
by mail order. 

“Some of these preparations 
are capable of accelerating ma- 
lignant tumors,” the report said.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7. 


HE Board of Education of the District of Columbia is expected 
soon to clarify a policy that has resulted in exclusion from 
educational institutions of guest lecturers whose names happen 
to appear in the files of the House Un-American Activities 


Committee. 
The board’s current practice 


was brought to national attention 


recently by Marquis W. Childs, whose syndicated column is printed 
in the Post-Dispatch. Childs revealed he was dropped as a prospec- 
tive speaker because his name is listed in the committee files. 


Another prospective lecturer 
dropped in the same manner was 
Mrs. Pearl S. Buck, novelist and 
winner of Pulitzer and Nobel 
prizes. Mrs. Buck and Childs 
protested vigorously and a con- 
siderable controversy has arisen 
over the matter. 

The barring of these two patri- 
otic and intelligent speakers illus- 
trates the fear and suspicion that 
have infected Washington. Dis- 
trict of Columbia officials and 
Government employes are becom- 
ing psychopathically afraid of any 
Communist taint. The condition 
approaches hysteria. Many per- 
sons are refusing to take federal 
jobs because of it. 

Dominated by Southern Bloc. 

There is ample reason, unfor- 
tunately. Washington, D.C., as 
weil as the Government, is run by 
Ccngress, which in turn is often 
run by a reactionary clique. The 
followers of Senator McCarthy 
(Rep.), Wisconsin, can _ torture 
anyone who steps out of line. 
The Washington city government 
is dominated by the Southern bloc 
in Congress; despite the fact that 
it is the capital of the free world, 
Washington is a Southern town. 
The main reason its citizens are 
voteless is that the population is 
30 per cent Negro. School seg- 
regation is very strict. 

Whether there are national im- 
plications in the situation is not 
clear. 

One factor of importance is 
that the city’s largest newspaper, 
the Washington Times-Herald, 
now owned by the McCormick 
Chicago Tribune interests, is ex- 
ceedingly diligent in prosecuting 
its own brand of 1000 per cent 
Americanism and in persecuting 
anyone it regards as even mildly 
liberal. 

The Times-Herald unquestion- 
ably reflects the taste of a good 
part of Washington’s conservative 
middle class. Having no vote, 
this group, as well as others, is 
dependent on various forms of 
pressure to make its wishes 
known. Through “citizens’ asso- 
ciations” and school groups it 
brings pressure on the Board of 
Education, a nine-member body 
appointed by the judges of the 
United States District Court for 
the District of Columbia. 

The trouble over “subversive” 
lecturers began in May of 1947 
when the principal of Western 
High School invited a Mrs. Shura 
Lewis, who was born in Russia, 
to tell the students about “life 
in Russia.” Four students walked 
out of the lecture, denounced 
Mrs. Lewis as a subversive per- 
son and went up to Capitol Hill 
to be congratulated by members 
of the House Un-American Ac- 
tivities Committee. 

Persons intimately familiar 
with the Washington newspaper 
scene are convinced the walkout 
was stage-managed by the Wash- 
ington Times-Herald, then owned 
by the late Mrs. Eleanor M. ‘‘Cis- 
sy” Patterson, whose chauvinism 
equaled that of her cousin, Col. 
Robert H. McCormick of the 
Tribune. 

The facts appear to be that Mrs. 
Lewis spoke favorably of her na- 
tive land, but that there was 
nothing seriously subversive 
about her talk. To the Times- 
Herald, however, it sounded like 
she was trying to recruit the en- 
tire student body to Stalinism. A 
great commotion was raised, the 
principal confessed “an error in 
judgment” and Dr. Hobart M. 
Corning, superintendent of 
schools, described the address as 
“wholly contrary to the philoso- 
phy of education under which we 
operate.” 

Within a few days the execu- 
tive board of the Federation of 
Citizens Association sent th 
Board of Education a demand that 
it assume full responsibility for 
all speakers appearing in the 
schools and set up regulations 
governing the choice of such 
speakers. 

Clifford Newell, president of 
the federation, said: 

“We deeply sense our responsi- 
bility in doing all we can to pro- 
tect the children of our citizens 
here in Washington from being 
given wrong ideas in their im- 
pressionistic (sic) age.” 

Present Policies. 

Subsequently the board did set 
up a rule that white persons and 
Negroes could not appear to- 
gether at schools during school 
hours, but it did not establish by 
vote a definite regulation on the 
clearance of “subversives.” There 
was general agreement, however, 
that Dr. Hobart M. Corning, su- 
perintendent of schools, should 
determine whether the name of 
any persons scheduled to speak 
was listed in the files of the Un- 
American Activities Committee. 

After the Lewis incident, Dr. 
Corning finally adopted a policy 
of permitting speeches in the 
school only if the speakers’ names 
were not listed by the Un-Ameri- 
can Activities Committee. This 
procedure was approved informal- 
ly by the board, but in the light 
of recent events Dr. Corning is

| No evaluation of the material is 
‘offered by the committee and Dr. 
Corning makes no attempt to 
evaluate it. He has tried, with- 
out much success, to keep the cor- 
respondence secret out of defer- 
ence to the persons involved. If 
a name appears in the files, noth- 
ing more is done; the person is 
barred on the ground it is “safer” 
that way. 

Listing Is Meaningless. 


The injustice of such procedure 


is readily apparent, and it would 
be hard to believe were it not 
for the Washington atmosphere. 
The fact that a person’s name ap- 


pears in the committee files does 
not mean, and the committee does 
not say that it means, anything at 
all. g 

The committee files contain 
more than 1,000,000 cards refer- 
ring to more than 500,000 indivi- 
duals. The great bulk of the in- 
formation is gathered and com- 
piled by the committee staff from 
Communist publications, newspa- 
per articles, letterheads of or- 
ganizations cited as subversive by 
the committee or the Attorney 
General, committee: hearings -and 
court trials. 

The files contain the names of 

subversives of the left and right, 
and they also contain the names 
of persons not suspected and of 
persons once suspected and later 
cleared. Such names can get in 
the files in many ways. In at least 
one case it is known that Com- 
munists took names from a tele- 
phone book and attached them to 
a petition. These persons are en- 
tirely innocent, but their names 
are listed because of a Communist 
forgery. 
The point is that the files are 
a hodge-podge of good, bad and 
indifferent and are of little real 
value for a purpose such as Dr. 
Corning’s. They do include, how- 
ever, the most complete collection 
of material on subversive activi- 
ties available outside the walls of 
the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion. Agents of the FBI and of 
the Civil Service Commission are 
required to consult them regu- 
larly as part of employe investi- 
gations. 

Incidentally, one of the persons 
barred along with Childs *and 
Mrs. Buck is a Government em- 
ploye who has been cleared for 
handling secret documents. The 
Civil Service Commission evalu- 
ated the information in the files 
and dismissed it as being not 
derogatory. 

The committee says that last 
year 3600 examinations of the 
files were made by representa- 
tives of accredited Government 
agencies. Congressmen made 2600 
requests for data on 5167 indi- 
viduals and 1917 organizations. 
The files are not open to the pub- 
lic but may be seen by: repre- 
sentatives of qualified organiza- 
tions. 

Three Cases Cited. 

Some months ago Dr. Corning 
prepared a list of prospective 
lecturers for teacher - education 
courses and made the mistake of 
clearing it by telephone. The 
Board of Education approved it 
but had to about-face when it was 
discovered three ‘persons on the 
list also were in the committee 
files. This incident heightened 
Dr. Corning’s caution. 

The news leaked out that these 
persons had been dropped: 

Dr. Paul B. Cornely, medical 
director of Freedmen’s Negro 
Hospital here. He was listed as 
a signer of a petition against the 
Mundt’ anti-subversive bill in 
1948. He acknowledged that he 
had signed the petition because 
in his opinion the bill was badly 
drawn, was harmful to freedom of 
speech and would drive Com- 
munists underground. He said he 
was opposed to Communists and 
was not a Communist. 

Dr. Alice V. Keliher of New 
York University, who was listed 
as a sponsor and member of -the 
National Council of American- 
Soviet Friendship. She comment- 
ed that a question of her loyalty 
was “fantastic.” She said she was 
a member of the council while 
the United States and Russia 
were friends and allies, but 
dropped out long before the or- 
ganization became suspect. She 
pointed out she was a Catholic 
= strongly opposed to Commu- 
nism.

Disunity Campaign. 

Americans reluctantly credit 
the Soviet Government with some: 
success to date in a campaign to 
sow disunity among the Western 
Allies and their peoples. ! 
‘Rebuilding German military 
strength for a European defense 
force was an issue, until a few 
weeks ago, that had western 
leaders arguing at cross-purposes. 
This apparently has been straight- 
ened out, at least as regards tim- 
ing. A western force will be 
created first. Then the Germans, 
if conditions are right, will volun- 
teer their contribution. 

Some Americans say they be- 
lieve that, even if West Germany 
recruited three times as many 
troops as the Soviet Zone’s 50,000 
militarized police, the Kremlin 
might grudgingly accept the de- 
velopment. 

The size of German forces on 
each side cf the Elbe frontier 
would then be proportionate to 
population. 

Allies Must Be Agreed.

In the American view, a 
neutralized Germany could be a 
dangerous vacuum which Com- 
munism and the Soviet army 
might re-enter at will. 

German desires for reunifica- 
tion of their country are recog- 
nized as deeply founded. But the 
Western Allies now have authority 
over 49,000,000 of Germany’s to- 


control’ an even larger share of 
German industrial power. 

The Russian scheme for setting 
up a unified but defenseless Ger- 
many would shove back West Eu- 
rope’s military frontier from the 
Elbe to the Rhine. 

American diplomacy is against 
accepting that handicap. 

In guessing that Russia will not 
openly attack .this year, Ameri- 
cans point out that Soviet internal 
propaganda is not yet reported to 
have developed a condition of war 
psychosis, although the Russian 
people have been told in the last 
few months that President Tru- 
man “wants war.” 

They also point to goals not yet 
reached in the growth of war- 
potential industries in the Soviet 
Union and its satellites. 

They estimate the odds are 
against the Russians inciting an 
invasion of Yugoslavia this year, 
despite Communist Marshal Josip 
(Tito) -Broz’s continued defiance 
of the Kremlin.

Share the Load Fairly 


The Treasury’s plan for a flat increase in each 
bracket of the individual income tax is an unfair 
method of distributing the load of the defense 
program. Just how unfair it is may be seen by 
comparing the taxes to be paid by each income 
group under the Treasury’s proposal and those 
paid under 1950 rates, which were in effect be- 
fore the first tax increases last year. 

The Treasury proposes that a married person 
with two dependents pay 38 per cent more taxes 
if his income is $3000 or $5000 a year. 

But if his income is $15,000 a year, his taxes 
would go up only 30 per cent. 

If his income is $20,000, his taxes go up only 
28 per cent. ; 

At $25,000, the taxes go up only 26 per cent. 

At $50,000, they go up only 21 per cent. 

And at an income of $100,000, the taxes go up 
only 18 per cent. , 

Who says this is an equitable sharing of the 
defense burden? Why should the middle in- 
come groups pay a proportionately greater in- 
crease than those in the upper brackets? 

The Treasury’s plan might be defended if it 
were assumed that prior to the defense emer- 
gency our tax structure was already as progres- 
sive in incidence as it could get. But that is far 
from the truth. The effective rates, for a mar- 
ried person with two dependents, ranged from 
9 per cent on a $5000 income to 47 per cent on 
an income of $100,000. In England the range is 
much steeper. 

Adding four percentage points to each bracket 
of the income tax rates has a deceptive look of 
fairness. But this is far from the same thing 
as increasing everybody’s taxes by the same per- 
centage. As the above comparisons show, what 
the Treasury plan really adds up to is unload- 
ing an unfair proportion of the defense burden 
on the lower and middle a groups. 
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A Ridiculous Case 


Secretary Finletter has ordered the Air Force 
to drop its disloyalty case against Capt. Charles 
A. Hill Jr. While this is virtually an admission 
that the charges against Capt. Hill were without 
foundation, these charges were ridiculous in 
the first place. 

Capt. Hill was accused of having read The 
Daily Worker, of having a father who allegedly 
once had a connection with some Communist 
affairs, of having a sister who allegedly had an 
interest in Communist activities. 

The thrice-decorated officer denied having read 
The Daily Worker. He could hardly deny hav- 
ing a father and a sister. But it is a sorry 
reflection on the national temper that he would 
feel compelled to deny any of the charges. As 
The New York Times observed: 

To say that a man who reads The Daily 
Worker is ipso facto a Communist or dis- 
loyal is ludicrous. An intelligent democrat 
ought to know what the Communists are 
saying. ... The addition of what Capt. Hill 
calls “guilt by relationship” is an even more 
pernicious doctrine in a democracy. The 


totalitarians are the ones who visit the sins 
of fathers on the sons, not the democracies. 


The fact that Capt. Hill is a Negro had noth- 
ing to do with the case, but it might have made 
fine propaganda, especially in Asia, for Com- 
munists who preach of America’s race discrimi- 
nation. For that reason, as well as for indi- 
vidual justice, it is good that Secretary Finletter 
did the honest and sane thing and stopped the 
preposterous affair. 
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_ Giving Hope to Arthritics 

Some 60,000 St. Louisans, perhaps many more, 
suffer from some sort of rheumatism. Prac- 
tically everybody who lives beyond middle age 
has changes in his bones or joints which are 
like those of arthritis or rheumatism. 

Yet nobody knows very much about the dis- 
eases, except how painful they are to their vic- 
tims. How they are caused, and how they can 
be prevented or cured are still mysteries. 


Extensive research is needed, and this the 
Arthritis and Rheumatism Foundation wants to 
finance. It is seeking $50,000 here, as part of a 
national campaign for $2,000,000. If it reaches 
that target, $30,000 will be spent to continue 
research projects now under way at the medical 
schools of Washington and St. Louis universi- 
ties, and to maintain clinics for St. Louisans. 

With an ailment as widespread as this one, 
and a goal as moderate as this campaign’s, the 
quota should be met. Contributions will be 
welcomed by the Arthritis and Rheumatism 
Foundation, in care of Fred L. Denby, 318 North 
Eighth street, St. Louis 1.

There Were Giants in Those Days 


Nothing escapes the influence of the elec- 
tronic age. One might have supposed that base- 
ball at least would always be a matter of the 
diamond and the bleachers. Now, judging by 
the complaints of the minor league moguls, 
more fans listen to baseball radio broadcasts 
than come to the ball park. 

This might have been regarded as a further 
step toward the decline and fall gf practically 


everything but for the fact that they put Gabby. 


Street on the air. And Gabby before a micro- 
phone was pretty much what he was in a locker 
room or a hotel lobby full of ball players. 

He was a great story teller. Let Schoendienst 
catch some Brooklyn Bum or Philadelphia whiz 
kid off second and it reminded the Old Sarge of 
a wonderful afternoon in the Kitty League or 
the Three-I. Of course, the announcer had to 
take care of the man at bat, so, on the radio, 
Gabby was rushed a bit. He sometimes tripped 
over his sentences, but he got his stories told. 

And the fans loved them—maybe because they 
were all essentially kindly stories. Gabby was 
as partisan as the most rabid man in the bleach- 
ers, but all the players who drew his comment 
were, if not great stars, at least wonderful 
hustlers, the kind of youngsters who win games. 

Gabby was a great romanticist in the sports 
world where romanticists are a dime a dozen 
even in this era of inflation. Yet back in 1930 
and 1931 when he was the first Cardinal man- 
ager to win two National League pennants in a 
row, he was an exponent of percentage baseball, 
the smart, calculating kind of play based on the 
proposition that if you always try to do the 
most logical thing, you will win more often than 
you lose. 


The flamboyant and the unorthodox were not 
for him. Yet can anybody say that his clubs 
lacked color? How many teams has the game 
produced to equal that combination of Bottom- 
ley, Frisch, Gelbert, Hafey, Adams and the rest 
of the Sportsman’s Park pennant winners of 20 
yéars ago? 

In one way or another, Gabby Street spent the 
better part of 50 years in baseball, but those 
two seasons of 1930 and 1931 and the two World 
Series he split with old Connie Mack were the 
brightest jewels in his crown, brighter even 
than 1909 when he was catching the great Wal- 
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ter Johnson for the Washington Senators and 
accepted 924 chances for an all-time record. 
There were giants at Grand and Dodier 20 years 
ago. And how weleome a few would be when 
April rolls around again. 
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The Last Holdout? 

Are the switchmen of the St. Louis area going 
to be the last to go back to their essential jobs 
of moving freight which is needed in the nation’s 
war effort? 

Today finds still more switchmen returning 
to work in other terminals. But in the St. Louis 
area, with its vast freight yards on both sides of 
the Mississippi, rail freight traffic stands still 
after more than a week. 

‘Is St. Louis to be the last holdout? 

Unquestionably the switchmen are entitled to 
a fair settlement of their dispute with railroad 
management. The evidence seems clear the 
wages of switchmen have not only not kept 
pace with the cost of living but have lagged 
behind the increases received by many other 
groups of workers. If the mediation machinery, 
headed by Presidential Assistant John R. Steel- 
man, has broken down, then other machinery, 
or at least another head, will have to be found. 

Meantime freight should be moving. Mean- 
time supplies should be on their way to West 
coast ports to sustain the American military 
effort in Korea. Meantime arms should be going 
East to the creation of a common defense against 
Communism in Europe. 

Switchmen in other terminals are recognizing 
this. They are deciding that it is better to use 
democratic means for the settlement of their 
differences with operators of the railroads. They 
do not want their case for a fair adjustment 
prejudiced by a valid complaint that they 
ignored the nation’s defense needs. 

The “cease-fire” order has been issued in 
large Eastern terminals. How much longer will 
the switchmen in St. Louis hurt the case of all 
their fellow workers? 

Let’s have a “cease-fire” in St. Louis, followed 
promptly by a fair and honest settlement of 
the issues. 
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Progress Toward Atomic Power 

For years there has been talk, but only talk, 
of the possibility of using the tremendous power 
produced by atomic fission for industrial pur- 
poses. Now Monsanto Chemical Co. announces 
that it has accepted the offer of the Atomic 
Energy Commission to make investigations into, 
primarily, the application of atomic power to 
chemical processes in industry, and, secondarily, 
the production of plutonium for atomic weapons. 

Monsanto's executive vice president, Charles 
A. Thomas, first proposed this project before 
the Korean war began. But the Communist 
attack, and the free world’s subsequent girding 
for defense, have made this matter, if any- 
thing, more important than it had been. 

For a limiting factor In many aspects of pro- 
duction for defense is power. Enough cheap 
power in the right places would make possible 
a large increase in aluminum production and 
food production, for example; exploitation of 
now relatively inaccessible sources of raw ma- 
terials, and dispersal and relocation of industry 
in the parts of the free world safest from enemy 
attack. The great theoretical advantage of 
atomic power, as opposed to other kinds of 
power, is that it could be taken to the places 
it is needed; industry would not have to go to it. 

But all this is still in the realm of pure specu- 
lation. Whether man knows enough yet about 
the atom to harness its explosive force effec- 
tively and economically remains to be learned. 
This Monsanto is now beginning to do. 
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Midas Had Troubles Too

pened to have was moldy. Not to mention the 
policemen, gamblers and other assorted types 
whose exceptionally healthy bank accounts have 
aroused the suspicions of the Kefauver Com- 
mittee. 

As it happens, we never have been in a posi- 
tion to find out what it was like to be embar- 
rassed by a $1000 bill, or $250,000, or a non- 
anemic bank accvunt. But after taking another 
look at Secretary Snyder's latest ideas, we might 
just be willing to risk it once. No, not willing, 
eager. 
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Reluctant Humaneness in Congress 

Congress appears determined that if India 
gets the 2,000,000 tons of United States wheat 
it is asking for, it shall have the least possible 
reason to thank the donor. 

Both House and Senate are acting reluctantly 
and in slow motion on the request. New Delhi’s 
appeal was presented to Washington Dec. 16, 
and a concurrent resolution dealing with it was 
introduced in the House Jan. 8. 

Continued inaction is injurious to 120,000,000 
near-starving Indians, but is it not still more 
injurious to all Americans? 

The United States is embarrassed by a surplus 
of wheat amounting to five times as much as 
India needs. Can its Congress entertain the 
idea of letting the Indians starve because there 
are Congressmen who want to punish the New 
Delhi Government for standing up to-the United 
States Government on the subject of Far East- 
ern policy? Can Congress afford to précrasti- 
nate? Can it afford to debate, “To let starve or 
not to let starve—’’? 

The Manchester Guardian’s correspondent in 
Jaipur says “America has not yet learnt how to 
take criticism and like it.” India fears, he 
writes, “that this American resentment may yet 
cost her the 2,000,000 tons of wheat she is so 
desperately trying to get.” 

The wheat will cost Americans $180,000,000 if 
it is given. If it is not given, it will cost this 
nation an inestimable sum in friendship and re- 
spect, beginning with the undercutting of our 
friends in the New Delhi Government this In- 
dian election year. If it is given grudgingly, 
it will only save us from disgracing ourselves.

The Mysterious Knauff Ban

The two-year detention of Mrs. Ellen 
Knauff, German-born wife of an Ameri- 
can soldier, is being suspended temporarily 
by the Justice Department while ‘addi- 
tional information” is being investigated. 
Mrs. Knauff is still under the mysterious 
ban which finds her entry as an immigrant 
“detrimental to the best interests of the 
United States.’’ The charges against her 
remain, however, a secret which the Jus- 
tice Department refuses to share with her 
or her lawyers. 

Nothing in the conduct of the case or 
its present development shakes the strong 
suspicion voiced by Congressmen and oth- 
ers who have tried to investigate, that the 
Department of Justice is trying to cover 

The latest assailant 
of the Government’s position is Represen- 
tative Walter, a Conservative Pennsylvania 
Democrat who is chairman of the House 
Judiciary subcommittee on immigration. 
Mr. Walter examined the entire FBI file 
against Mrs. Knauff and dismissed it as 
“a lot of gossip and nonsense.” 

The subcommittee will call a new hear- 
ing at which a mysterious Czech general 
who is supposed to be at the root of the 
Justice Department case, but who says he 
never heard of Mrs. Knauff, will be called 
to testify. This man volunteered to appear 
before Justice Department officials last 
year but his offer was not accepted. 

Mrs. Knauff is now paroled to her hus- 
band, who is.on leave from service in Ger- 
many. But this compromise does not settle 
the essential problem of her case. 

She is judged guilty of an unspecified 
wrongdoing, on secret evidence, and is 
barred from producing any evidence in her 
own defense because she. cannot find out 
what she is supposed to have done. This 
is not in the American tradition. Neither, 
until now, has this country’s government 
proceeded on the assumption that if an 
error is made, the department making it 
is more to be protected than its victim. 

We hear much of the indifference of 
the Congress to the civil rights of citizens. 
In this case, however, the continuing in- 
terest of individual Congressmen in favor 
of an obscure and powerless woman is 
forcing the Department of Justice either 
to produce the evidence against her that 
it implies it has, or to backtrack and ad- 
mit that it has none and that it acted 
first in error and then in arrogance. 

A Congress which throws its weight in 
this manner in favor of the individual and 
against the buréaucracy is still a living 
democratic force.

Mrs. Ellen Knauff is still waiting on 
Ellis Island. She has been waiting there 
for two and a half years—ever since she 
came to the United States seeking en- 
trance under the War Brides Act. 

There may be good reasons why she 
should not be admitted. But Congress has 
not been told them, and certainly the pub- 
lic has not. Neither the Department of 
Justice nor the Immigration Service has 


-ever granted her a hearing at which she 


might be informed of the charges against 
her and given an opportunity to answer 
them. 

A committee of Congress had to issue a 
subpena to ferce the Immigration Service 
to bring her before it. When the commit- 
tee heard her story it framed a bill to 
authorize her entrance which the House of 
Representatives passed unanimously. Then 
the Senate Judiciary Committee put it in 


the lower left-hand drawer, where it died — 


with the Eighty-first Congress. 

When Mrs. Knauff and those who have 
befriended her moved to appeal her case 
in the federal courts, the Immigration 
Service sought to deport her quickly—an 
attempt which was blocked by a stinging 
order from Supreme Court.Justice Robert

individual cases of injustice by legislative 
action is an unsatisfactory and sometimes 
dangerous procedure. Of much wider im- 
portance, therefore, is the bill introduced 
by Representative Francis E. Walter which 
would require hearings in any future case 
such as that of Mrs. Knauff. 

As things stand now, it is probable that 
no one outside the curtain of official se- 
crecy can fairly judge whether or not this 
soldier’s wife should be admitted to her 
husband’s country. But anyone viewing 
no more than the external facts can come 
to one fair conclusion: In the United 
States of America such things should not 
be allowed to happen.

The case of Mrs. Ellen Knauff is still as 
clear as mud. After being confined to Ellis 
Island ever since August, 1948, the Ger- 
man-born bride of an American soldier has 
been temporarily paroled on Attorney Gen- 
eral McGrath’s order. She can return to 
Germany next month with her husband 
and try again to enter the United States, 
or she can stay here, presumably back on 
Ellis Island, and fight on for admission. 

The essential facts, or lack of facts, re- 
main the same. Mrs. Knauff still cannot 
learn why the Department of Justice con- 
siders her a security risk. The courts 
have never found out the basis for the 
charge. Congress has been equally baffled, 
although the House unanimously passed 
a bill allowing the petitioner to remain in 
the country. 

Whether Mrs. Knauff is guilty or inno- 
cent is almost as far as ever from accu- 
rate determination. Perhaps there is valu- 
abie substance in the new information 
being considered by Mr. McGrath. It 
seems more likely, however, that the At- 
torney General would like to be freed of 


‘the embarrassment. 


But the whole business needs clarifica- 
tion more than ever. If the immigration 
people made an honest mistake in the 


. first place, it should be admitted. On the 
other hand, there may be sincere ground 


for believing that Mrs. Knauff would im- 
peril the internal security. But why should 
not the reasons be stated? 

Surely Mrs. Knauff is not so dangerous 
that the charge against her must remain 
unamplified. For two and one-half years 
the Department of Justice has persisted 
in this inexplicable secrecy which seems 
thoroughly repugnant to American regard 
for pérsonal rights. An accused person is 
entitled to have the accusation spelled out, 
and this the government has refused to do. 

Either we admit -Mrs. Knauff or we 
don’t, and in any event all the facts should 
be laid on the line. That is only plain 
justice, and Mr. McGrath might.as well 
face up to it. 


ANOTHER TELEPHONE INCREASE?

For the third time since World War II 
the Southwestern Bell Telephone Co. is 
asking for a rate increase. Tha latest 
request is, we hope, the rate increase to 
end all rate increases. It is almost twice 
as much as the two other increases com- 
bined. 

The public is always willing to pay a 
fair price for its services. Electric rates 
are lower than 10 years ago. Gas rates are 
down. But telephone rates are up, and 
the newly requested increase would make 
them far above the present price. 

The Public Service Commission will 
hold a hearing. It should delve deeply 
into the maze of statistics offered. True, 
telephone company wages are up. But 3 
ditional use of dial systems has drastically 
reduced the number of employes. ate- 
rials cost more, but more efficient methods 
surely have cut some costs. 

The telephone company should not haye 
to operate at a loss. But the Public Serv- 
ice Commission should give lengthy con- 
sideration before it grants a further in- 
crease, especially when the amount of the 
increase is considered.

Between Book Ends 


A True Story Becomes Fiction 
THE FAITH OF MRS. KELLEEN, by Katherine Mary 
Fiannigan. (Coward-McCann, Inc., New York, 256 

Pgs., 

The faith of v..dow Honora Kelleen was 
in the innocence of her son, Rory, her 
pride and hope, who was accused of killing 
Tim Murphy at the Bellina County Fair, 
presumably in a quarrel about the two 
horses that Rory had taken there to sell. 
The evidence was circumstantial, complete- 
ly disbelieved by his mother and not fully 
credited by the jury and the judge who 
salved his doubts by giving him a life 
sentence instead of death. That left Mrs. 
Kelleen’s faith something to cling to and 
something. to work for. The constancy of 
her faith and the tirelessness of her efforts 
to achieve its fulfillment are the heart of 
the story, which Mrs. Flannigan says is a 
true one, for Mrs. Kelleen was her grand- 
mother’s own sister, born Lennan, and 

the author had the

er and her mother’s 

mother. 
They were a fam- 
ily of story tellers, 
~ those Lennans, from 
mans Granduncle Denny 
Lennan on down.

It was after Benedict and Nancy Freed- 
man had written Mrs. Flannigan’s own 
life story and it had been published under 
the title of “Mrs. Mike,” that Mrs. Mike 
in person decided it was time to tell the 
story of Mrs. Kelleen’s faith. In doing so 
she appears in the dual role of the title 
character of the Freedman book and as the 
author of her own. . 

All of this invests the Flannigah book 
with a degree of authenticity not frequent- 
ly found and wins for it-the credibility that 
is claimed for it as a true story, though it 
is written like a novel. Fidelity to the 
facts is served, rather than the require- 
ments of fiction, in the death of Mrs. Kel- 
leen with her faith still unhonored, though 
the happy ending is found in the final 
declaration of Rory’s innocence and his 
marriage to Nary Ellen Shannon, whose 
faith in him was not less than his mother’s. 

All this happened in Ireland 80 years 
ago and there is, as of that time, an en- 
gaging admixture of the natural and the 
unnatural, the legends and the supersti- 
tions that then held sway.

This survey is a useful reference book, 
with brief appraisals and biographies, and 
48 excellent, well-chosen black and white 
reproductions. As might be expected, 
present-day Jewish artists are having their 
best reception in London, Paris and New 
York, whereas Palestine itself, engrossed 
with more urgent needs, has not as yet 
produced a great school of artists. 

In the section on American Jewish 
painters, five of the older traditional 
school and four younger artists are singled 
out for special treatment. Three of the 
last mentioned are known to be sympa- 
thetic. to Soviet Russia. This may leave 
Mr. Schwartz open to a charge of bias in 
his selection. It also occasions a more 
significant speculation; there is no section 
on Jewish art in Russia and no indication 
that it flourishes there. .However, lest en- 
largement on ihis theme be considered 
tactless, we close by voicing a minor, 
local, less controversial complaint: why no 
mention of Mich Siporin, who helped 
paint the murals in the St. Louis Post Of- 
fice? Also, there are numerous errors in 
spelling and punctuation, particularly an 
annoying habit of misplacing final quota- 


tion marks.

Korea, Feb. 7 (UP)—Sgt. First 


Class James Williams, 25 years 
old, of McComb, Miss., leaned 
against his tank and told how he 
feels about fighting Communists. 


“Don’t believe all that stuff 
you read about American Ne- 
groes not wanting to fight for 
their country,” Williams § said. 
“It's the best country in the 
world, and I am a Negro, And 
my crew is Negro. We are here 
in Korea fighting Communism 
because we believe it’s a threat 
to Americans—both Negro and 
White. 


“Paul Robeson may speak for 
a few Negroes when he talks be- 
fore Communists but he doesn’t 
speak for most of us.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7 (AP)— 
iThe rfation’s draft chief agreed 
with a Congressman that pro 
football players and other athletes 
should be put through basic mili- 
tary training before they are ex- 
cused from the draft. 

Gen. Lewis B. Hershey, 
director of selective service, 
made the comment before the 
House Armed Services- Commit- 
‘tee.

in sports. 

Representative Brooks (Dem.), 
Louisiana, suggested it seemed 
only logical to “take a man with 
two eyes, two arms and two legs” 
and put him through basic train- 
ing to see if he could make the 
grade before deferring him for 
physical reasons. 

“Agreed,” Hershey said.

Street, who was 68 at the time 
of his death, managed the Cardi- 
nals to National League pennants 
in 1930 and 1931, winning the 
world series in 1931.

The first man to eatch a base- 
ball dropped from the 555-foot 
high Washington Monument, 
Street was stricken with a heart 
condition on Jan. 24 while return- 
ing from an “old timers” meeting 
at Peoria, IIl. 


His wife and two children, 
Charles E. (Sonny) Street and 
Mrs. Sally Hull of Weston, Mo., 
were with him when he died. 


Former Players Pay Tribute to 
Gabby. 
by the Associated Press. 

Gabby Street’s death, while ex- 
pected, saddened the old guard. 
Frankie Frisch, Dizzy Dean and 
Pepper Martin, members of the 
rowdy ‘“Gashouse Gang” man- 
aged by Street in the early ’30s, 
spoke in soft tones when told the 
“Old Sarge” had died. 


Frisch, conducting a_ baseball 
school for American G.I.’s in Ger- 
many, said “Gabby was a great 
player and a great manager; one 
of the hardest hustlers and most 
aggressive leaders I ever knew.” 

Martin, who won the 1931 world 
series for Street, said “Baseball 
will miss him badly.” 

And Dizzy Dean recalled how 
Gabby “Always called me Jerome 
—never Dizzy. He said Dizzy never 
fitted me.” 

Good Man in Clutch. 

Street was fabulous and versa, 
tile and well liked. He went 


(baseball), and two world wars. 


Dean, one of the greatest right- 
hand pitchers in National League 
history, recalled how Street would 
lighten the tense atmosphere of 
a pennant battle with a humorous 
anecdote. 


“Many a time in a nerve-wrack- 
ing drive he’d relieve the tension 
and build our spirits with stories 
of his career,” Dizzy said. “He 
always shared the troubles of the 
players ...a great man.” 


Frisch wandered back to 1931 
when Street turned Martin loose 
against the. Philadelphia Athletics 
—and how Pepper ran the proud 
A’s. into the dust. 


“You know, some people ac- 
cused me of stealing Street’s job 
when I succeeded him as Cardinal 
manager late in the season of 
1933,” Frisch said. “But that’s not 
true. When they asked me to take 


the job I held back; I hated to 


| See Street go out that way and I 


did not think I was ready yet to 
_become manager.” 

| Martin also told of Street's 
many tales. 

“He had a lot of funny stories 
but was serious when it came to 
baseball,” Martin recalled. “About 
the only time he was humorous 
was on the train during trips 
when we had a lot of spare time. 
He’d sit back, smoke a pipe I 
bet was 100 years old, and tell 
stories. His favorites were about 
his experiences as a sergeant in 
World War I.”

Most Hawks Protected. 


Hawks, with three exceptions, ‘strong on the bench,” Coach E 


have been protected since 1919 
by an act of the Missouri Legis- 
lature. The three unprotected 
hawks are goshawks, Cooper's 
hawks and sharp-shinned hawks. 
For all practical purposes that 
means only the Cooper’s and 
sharp-shinned are fair game for 
the gun, because goshawks rare- 
ly visit Missouri. The basis for 
protecting the other hawks—red- 
tailed, broad - winged, rough- 
legged and sparrow hawks—is 
that, to man’s interest, they do 
more good than harm. An analy- 
sis of the stomachs of 5185 hawks 
by the United States Department 
of Agriculture has shown that the 
principal diet of the protected 
hawks is mainly insects, rats. 
mice, frogs and snakes. In fact, 
31 per cent of the broad-winged 
hawks’ food is snakes; the red- 
tailed, 55 per cent rats and mice; 
the rough-legged, 72 per cent rats 
and mice; and the sparrow hawks, 
63 per cent insects and 20 per 
cent rats and mice. 

No doubt, when a hawk ac- 
quires a taste for chicken or oth- 
er fowl it should be killed, and

ae Passage of Missouri House Bill Is 


Similar to One Offered 
Last Year but Not 
Passed.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 7—A 
bill to remove the stringent pen- 
alties in the state’s King-Thomp- 
son anti-strike law, and to sub- 
stitute the use of injunctions to 
prevent strikes in essential public 
utilities, was introduced yesterday 
in the House. 


The proposal, offered by Rep- 
resentative Tom A. Shockley, 
(Dem.), Waynesville, is an exact 
copy of a measure that was 
considered by the House last ses- 
sion, but never passed. 

At that time, the proposed 
King-Thompson amendments were 
reluctantly accepted by state AFL 
and CIO labor leaders, after their 


all-out efforts to repeal the law 
failed. Organized labor has re- 


such action now appears unlikely 
and labor may again agree to a 
modification of the act 

Labor principally is interested 
in eliminating the drastic King- 
Thompson penalties which may 
be assessed against labor leaders, 
union members and their unions. 
These include provisions under 
which a utility employe partici- 
pating in a strike would lose his 
seniority rights, and unions and 
their leaders would be subject to 
heavy fines lor engaging in a 
strike, or encouraging one, 
against a utility. 

Shockley Bill’s Provisions. 

The Shockley bill would strike 
out these provisions, but retain 
all of the strike prevention fea- 
tures of the present law. 

It provides that if voluntary |¢ 
mediation of a utility labor dis-|— 
pute fails, the State Board of Me- 
diation is required to attempt to 
induce the company and.union to 
submit their controversy to arbi- 
tration. During arbitration, the 
parties would be required to 
maintain existing wage and labor 
conditions. 

If either side refuses to arbi- 


Governor would be empowered to 


appoint an emergency board to | 
Inquire into the facts and make 
another which recommendations for settlement 


'of the dispute. 
If the parties refuse to accept 


the emergency board, the Gov- 
ernor would be authorized to 
seize the utility and operate it 
under terms of the emergency 
board recommendations until an 
agreement is reached. 


Injunction Proposal. 

Whenever the Governor be- 
lieves a work stoppage is immi- 
nent, he would be authorized to 
direct the Attorney General to ap- 
ply to the courts for an injunction 
to prevent a strike or a lockout. 
Either party to the dispute also 
could invoke the injunction proc- 
ess. 

Although unions are bitterly op- 
posed to the use of injunctions in 
labor disputes, their state leaders 
accepted this proposed procedure 
under the King-Thompson law as 
the next best thing to elimination 
of the stringent penalties which 
they could not force through the 
Legislature. 

This legislation received tem- 


porary House approval in 1949, 


but the session adjourned before 


tion.

Now they get another bunch that’s different, say, 
a stripe. But the thread’s the same. If the new 
lot costs the same—and, let me tell you, there are 
a lot of ifs in this thing—they have to sell it at 
the old price. If it’s higher, they can go to 
section 5” 

I nodded as if | had understood perfectly and 
Allen was moved to tell me about a department 
store that’s having trouble marking up its dresses 
and how he’s about to hire a lady who handled 
ladies’ wear for the old OPA. “She’s smart as the 
dickens,” he said, “and, after all, even if we read 
all the instructions we can only remember the 
basic points. At least right now. We'll have to 
leave the details to experts. Oh yes, there’s going 
to be a lot of these things.” He sighed a little.

I MENTIONED that shortly after our youngster 
was born they were selling canned milk for 10 
cents a can. Now it’s 15 cents. Stabilizer Allen 
gave a nostalgic chuckle and recalled: ‘Yes, they 
were three for a quarter, wegen’t they?” I nodded 
happily. 

“No doubt food is going to be the hardest thing 
to handle,” he said. “By the way, we don’t even 
have the authority here to interpret the law. At 
least I think I’m correct in saying that.”

Here is a case in which the 
choice arose: 


The player who held this hand 
needed 90; his opponents needed 
120. The pack had about 12 
cards in it when his left-hand op- 
ponent made the initial meld with 
two jokers and two tens. 

Now his partner discarded a 


‘ black three, and his righthand op- 


ponent discarded a seven. He 
thought it over and decided to 
meld, which he did with a deuce 
and three kings, and the other 
deuce and two jacks. 

Perhaps it was merely coinci- 
dental that he lost the pack on his 
discard in that same turn, though 
he discarded the six and there 
were already several of them in 
the discard pile. Anyway, it was 
retributive justice that he lost 
the pack, because he had not 
made a good decision when he 
melded. 

Though the player explained 
later, “I couldn’t spare a deuce to 
freeze the pack; I needed it to 
make the count of 90,” and while 
it is generally true that a player 
should make every effort to keep» 
the wherewithal for his minimum 
meld in his hand, nevertheless it 
is even worse to spare seven 
cards from your hand; and it is 
far too dangerous to let the pack 
remain unfrozen for the op- 
ponents when it is frozen for you. 
Thus, it was a matter of sparing 
one card or sparing seven; and 
even though the one card would 
have to be a wild card, it was 
more dispensable and _ should 


have been thrown.

T of mine in Poughkeepsie told 


me of something that-was be- 
ing done there that .I thought 
might be of interest in other 
parts of our country.

She found a 
few of them and asked, if she 
could provide the materials, 
would they like to begin to work 


together and make these slippers. 
They told her they had missed 
their joint sessions of work and 
would love to work together again 
and would find some of the other 
members. mae 


AT FIRST A FEW of them met 
in one another’s homes. Then as 
the group grew and my friend 
discovered that charities all over 
the city needed sewing done, she 
succeeded in finding free space 
for them in Vassar Institute. The 
college moved a few exhibition 
cases to make room for 11 sewing 
machines that my friend was able 
to wangle from certain Govern- 
ment sources. 

She begged materials and the 
women met regularly once a 
week from 9 to 3. They brought 
their lunches, and collected 5 
cents a week toward a sunshine 
box, and 10 cents a week toward 
a grand dinner to cost $2.75, 
which they planned for the group 
once a year. They had fun at 
their first dinner, singing songs 
and feeling that the year had 


been a success, for though they 
had no officers they kept a rec- 
ord of their work and they had 
a report.

THEY FOUND that one of the 
hospitals in town had been saved 
$2000 by their sewing, and an- 
other charitable organization felt 
they had contributed about the 
same amount in work which 
would otherwise have had to be 
paid for.

Health Check-Ups 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


O you think that just because you have been found 
[) reste in a check-up by your doctor that you are assured 

of excellent health until your next check-up? Too many 
people do. Doctors have been credited with prophetic abilities 
which no one can have. 

Yet when someone has returned cheered by his medical 
check-up, and then a few days later has been stricken with 
an acute illness, the check-up doctor is sometimes blamed. 
Clear weather today doesn’t mean it can’t rain tomorrow. 


The value of the periodic check-up or health examina- 
tion has been fully recognized. It may show some disease in an 
early stage so that treatment can be more effective. For ex- 
ample, there are probably 1,000,000 diabetics in this country 
who don’t know they have diabetes. A simple test of the urine 
or blood will reveal it. When the diabetes is treated as soon 
as it begins, it remains milder and a nearly normal life span 
is assured.

OTHER DISEASES which can be found by yearly or twice 
yearly check-ups are tuberculosis, blood vessel diseases, chronic 
infections, some types of cancer, peptic ulcer, and body defects 
caused by ignoring hygienic rules. 

Thus it is well worth while to visit your doctor yearly or 
oftener. Insurance companies know the value received from 
the medical examination as shown by their insistence on it for 
all applicants, even the apparently healthy ones. The mistake 
comes when you expect any doctor, no matter how skillful, to 
assure not only your present health but your future health as 
well. He can tell you only of your condition at the time he 
sees you., 

It is also true, and doctors regret it more than anyone, 
that when a disease is barely beginning, it sometimes cannot 
be found. If there are no symptoms and no signs of disease, 
you as a patient are not willing to pay for expensive X-rays 
or other tests which might reveal something unsuspected.

THE NUMBER of survey tests is limited. Early tubercu- 
losis of the lungs can be found by mass X-ray examinations. 
‘ There is no such survey test*to find cancer in its earliest 
stages. Doctors and scientists are working hard to find one— 
some simple test of the blood which will show up cancer at the 
very beginning, even before it shows itself as a lump or ulcer 
er by other symptoms. 

Even with its limitations, the periodic medical check-up is 
useful. Many of the diseases which cause most of your illnesses 
can be detected early by your doctor with his usual examina- 
tion. Early diagnosis of any disease means treatment with 
better chances of success. 

When your doctor grins at you and says, “I can’t find any- 
thing wrong with you,” he means that no disease is evident 
that day. Maybe it will rain on your health tomorrow; prob- 
ably it won't. No one can say. 


Friends Told Truman, ‘You Can't Win 


Their Gloom, However, Failed to Keep Him From Senate Race Against Stark, Milligan i in 1940

The following is the fourth of a 
series of condensed selections 
from the book, “The Man of In- 
dependence.” 


ATE in 1939 Franklin Roose- 
L velt sent a message to Senator 

Harry Truman. The President 
did not think that Truman had 
any chance of renomination in 
Missouri the next year. and he 
suggested that he would be glad 
to appoint him to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 

It could not have been a mes- 
sage which warmed Truman with 
any sense of personal gratitude. 
Just a week wefore Pendergast 
was indicted in April 1939, the 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch had print- 
ed a story stating that Roosevelt 
was backing Gov. Lloyd Stark in 
the fight on the Pendergast ma- 
chine. Some of Stark’s friends 
had been busily spreading the 
suggestion that Roosevelt would 
like to see Stark in Truman’s seat 
in the Senate. | 

“I sent him word,” Truman told 
me, “that I would ruu if I only 
got one vote—mine.” 

That was a black winter. At the 
end of the year, Tom Pendergast 
had been seven months in Leaven- 
worth Penitentiar:. His organiza- 
tion was scattered and his name 
in Missouri was begng used as a 
synonym for a political corrup- 
tion which fouled all. it touched, 
including particularly Harry Tru- 
man. 

Truman had said one week aft- 
er Pendergast had walked through 
the prison gate at Leavenworth 
that he would beat Stark if he 
ran. Yet, when John Snyder, old 
companion as reserve officer who 
came to Washington early in 1940 
as executive vice president of the 
new Defense Plants Corporation, 
dropped into Truman’s office, he 
found no such brash pretense. 
Truman did not even have money 
to pay for the stamps to write to 
people to ask for their support. 

Snyder said that on the street 
outside the Senate Office Building 
he got Horace Deal, St. Louis con- 
tractor, to write a check for $1000 
using as a desk the fender of a 
car. The money.was paid back 
after the primary campaign. 


Such letters as Truman could 
send were bringing in no encour- 
aging response. Missouri papers, 
in December, carried an an- 
nouncement that he would run 
again, but there was a tentative 
quality about it, ‘Then, on Jan. 
28, 1940, Curtis A. Betts of the 
Post-Dispatch wrote that Truman 
was coming home for conferences 
and would announce afterwards 
whether or not he would run. The 
meeting was held in St. Louis on 
a Saturday afternoon at the Hotel 
Statler. 

“It was not easy to get the boys 
to the meeting,” Roger Sermon 
told me. Only about half of those 
who were invited came. Most of 
those who did come had reasons 
why they could not be active in 
his primary campaign. There 
were, however, about 25 men 
there. Truman remembers Ser- 
mon, Snyder, Philip J: Welch, 
Harry Vaughan, James K. Var- 
daman Jr., Roy Harper. 

“All of them said I couldn't 
win,” he remembered. 

Sermon put it more emphati- 
cally: “Harry, I don’t think you 
can win, and that’s not merely my 
personal opinion but after inquiry 
around.” He added later, “I’d a 
whole lot rather slapped him on 
the back and told him he could. 
‘Of course,’ I said, ‘if you do run, 
I'll be for you come hell or high 
water.’ ”’

HAT was as much encourage- 

ment as he got from any of 

them, all the doleful way 
around the room. Truman listened. 
He had come to find out what his 
friends thought. He gave them his 
decision. 

“Old Mr. Gloom,” he said to 
Sermon, “I’m going to file. I 
wouldn’t have the guts to go home 
and face my people if I ran out.” 

He did file on Feb. 3. Stark 
was already in the race. Then 
Maurice Milligan came in. (Edi- 
tor’s note: Milligan, as United 
States Attorney at Kansas City, 
s3:3 sent Tom Pendergast to pris- 
on 

“There was more hope when 
Milligan came in,” Sermon said. 
Not all Truman’s friends agreed 
to that. Even after the election 
some thought that Truman would 
have done better in a race with 
Stark alone. The general opin- 
ion, however, was that Milligan’s 
entry meant that at least two can- 
didates would be dividing the 
anti-Pendergast votes. All the 
same, as Truman had pointed out 
to Conran, there had to be votes 
for Harry as well as the votes to 
be divided by his opponents. The 
great need at the moment was 
for some demonstration that some- 
body wanted Harry Truman to 
stay in the Senate. Demonstra- 
tions, in the absence of spontane- 
ous outbursts, cost money and at

AN SANT relates that one day 
during the campaign, Truman 
stopped briefly in his inces- 
sant riding at Fulton, on a day 
when Larry McDaniel, candidate 
for Governor, was there to speak. 
Truman told McDaniel quickly 
that he was just passing through 
and would move right on since it 
was McDaniel’s day. However, he 
took occasion to tell McDaniel 
that he was losing ground in the 
campaign because he talked too 
much. He told McDaniel that he 
was slipping into the error of ad- 
ding a new paragraph to his 
speech to answer every new crit- 
icism made by his opponents. 
“Larry,” Van Sant remembers 
Truman telling him, “you can win 
this nomination if you can make 


a 20 or 25 minute speech. I un-4 


derstand that your speech has 
now grown to one hour and 45 
minutes which is too long and you 
answer too mary things. You did 
not ask for my advice but I am 
going to volunteer it. 
speech to 25 minutes, shake hands | 


with as many people as you can | 


for a little while. Afterwards, 
even if you have time left, leave. | 
If you have no place to go, you | 
can always pull off the road and | 
take a nap.” 

That. advice did not help Me- | 
Daniel. He went immediately 
from the conversation and spoke 
for an hour and 45 minutes and 
had, Van Sant says, a 50 per cent 
walk-away. He was nominated, 
nevertheless, but, apparently still 
talking, was the only Democratic 
nominee who lost in November. 

Whether or not it was good ad- 
vice to McDaniel, it is a good de- 
scription of the Truman campaign 
that year. He went everywhere, 
sometimes only to show himself: 
“I just wanted to come down and 
show you that I don’t have horns 
and a tail just because I am from 
Jackson county.” That often did 
more good than even 25 minutes 
of talk. 

Truman also expected and he 
got help from a Stark mistake. 


Stark was an able man but one 


described by a newspaper man 
who reported his career as a “se- 
vere, humorless man with the 
eyes of a zealot and the mouth 
of a Puritan.”

HE campaign had only three 
T weeks to go when the Demo- 

cratic National Convention of 
1940 opened in Chicago. At that 
convention Stark set himself up as 
a candidate for vice president, 
gave away Stark Delicious Apples 
to delegates and seemed to be 
running for botlr the vice presi- 
dency and the Senate at the 
same time. Truman’s friends con- 
trolled the delegation; he him- 
self was the Missouri member on 
the important Resolutions Com- 
mittee. At the state convention 
in Kansas City some of Truman’s 
friends had considered trying to 
keep Stark from even going to 
the national convention as a dele- 
gate. They thought they had the 
votes to do it. Truman himself 
had put a halt to that and others 
agreed that such action might 
make a martyr of Stark. 

At a press conference Stark an- 
nounced his candidacy for the vice 
presidency. He opened headquar- 
ters for the distribution of his 
apples. He even staged a small 


demonstration on the convention 
floor, but one of Truman’s women

supporters, Mrs. Mary Chinn 
Chiles, a combative lady over six 
feet tall, carried a Truman-fore- 
Senator banner into the Stark-fore 
Vice President parade. Stark 
drew from Bennett Clark the com- 
ment that he was a man trying to 
ride two horses at the same time. 
Before the actual balloting he 
withdrew from the race. 

In later years some of Truman's 
friends debated how much Stark’s 
vice presidential iflusions helped 
Truman. They were no help to 
Stark. Still, he seemed in the 
public reports, as the campaign 
moved toward the election, to be ~ 
the best bet for t the nomination.

Among the tips Betty passed 
along as aids to attaining this 
goal: :

You are what 
you eat, and if you overeat you 
aren’t hurting anyone but your- 
self.” 


“For good posture, pretend 
there’s a string holding you by 
the head and a big diamond on 
your chest. ...

“For slim ankles, make circles 
with your foot, 20 times to the 
right, 20 times to the left.

“Be neat and clean. . Be sure
